ber of female insects, with a few males, 
fasten themselves upon tha tender twig 
and puncture the bark. 
A tenacious 


fluid exudes and envelops them. 
Tin: 


insects feed upon this juice, derive their 
nourishment from it and deposit thjir 
cjjsfs within it. 


The males only hare wings, and as 


soon as the females begin to die a few 
females and the males go toother trees. 


After the females that remain in this 


gelatinous mass have deposited their 
eggs and havj died, thu eggs hatch out 
the young insects. The young burrow 
through the dea-.t Imdies of their moth- 
ers to the surface of the mass aud cover 
the neighboring branches. 


The eggs are, deposited close to tho 


bark, so that they arj protected by 
their mothers' bixlies and by the mass 
thai has exuded and envolopu.l the fe- 
male insects. 


Finally the young Iwigs are com- 


pletely covered with, a thick, hard, res- 
inous substance. 


When the females die tha frames of

CURIOUS SPECIMENS OF PIPES. 
0,1,1 W»y« In Which All (Jlatiio* of 1'eopln 


Know How t<i .Hake Tliiun. 


A long and slender stemmed pipe was 


brought from Central Africa some years 
ago, from the neighborhood of Albert 
Js'yanza, by the Stanley expedition, and 
was obtained from the dwarf trfes in- 
habiting the Arewcmi and Jturi forests, 
near the equator. To make the pipe 
the little people take the midrib of the 
banana leaf, which is cellular, and, by 
pushing a long, hard river reed through 
the rib, they are enabled to get tiie 
lx>re required for tho pip i ste:n. 
They 


plug the lower end with elay, and, roll- 
ing up a section of the banana leaf into 
a tiny cornucopia, cut a hole in tho 
stem and insert it for a bowl, the san 
in the greon leaf preventing its com- 
bustion as the tobacco burns. This 
pipe recalls the bosvl mude from a po- 
tato and the stom m.idj out of a piece 
of twig fro;n which the pith had been 
driven, which was employed by many 
American S'jkiicrs during the great war.

changed by the insects. So that if any 
one tells you that shellac is "a resin," 
he is not correctly informed. 
Shellac 


is not the simple juice of the tree, but 
it is the result of the action of the in- 
sects upon the juicu or resin. 
Shellac 


contains several peculiar resins. 


The great value of shellac is its use in 


making varnishes, on account of the 
line, hard polish it imparts to the var- 
nish. 
A tine, thin preparation made of 


this material constitutes the lacquer 
with which brass and other metals are 
coated to preserve their polish. 


In olden times co:nmon beeswax was 


used for sealing envelopes. The wax 
was mixed with earthy materials to 
give it consistency.

preserve it, however, as even a little 
heat tended to softc-n it

CURIOUS SPECIMENS OF PIPES. 


INSECTS MAKE SHELLAC. 


Crratum Wh<M<« n'lKiilnrrul W 


Odd Ways li> Which 


Knnw llnur t>. 


ll (Ma^xm i,r People 
Hake Them. 


A long and slender stemmed pipe was 


brought from Centra! Africa some years 
ago, from the neighborhood of Allicrt 
Nyanza, by the Stanley expedition, and 
was obtained from the dwarf tribes in- 
habiting tho A re we mi and ituri forests, 
near the equator. 
To make the pipe 


the little people take the midrib of the 
banana leaf, which is cellular, and, by 
pushing a long, hard river reed through 
the rib, they are enable-:! lo got liic 
Ixire required for ths pip • stem. 
They 


plug the lower end with clay, and, roll- 
i;)g up a section of the banana leaf into 
a liny cornucopia, cul a hole in the 
stem and insert it for a bowl, the sao 
in the green leaf preventing ils com- 
bustion as tho tobacco burns. 
This 


pipe recalls the bowl m:»de fro:n a po- 
tato and the stem made out of a piece 
of twig from which the pith had been 
driven, which was employed by many 
American soldiersdurinjr the groat war. 


Another curious pipe is made from a 


shell which comes frum New 
(iiiinca. 


While the pipe* u:;cil in the interior 
are more generally made of bamboo, 
those .smoked in the 
neighborhood of 


the coast, and especially in Savo and j 
the Solomon islands, are made ol shells ; 
which arc pick-oil up on tho seashore. 
At present the. prineip.il pipe, used in 
tho southern portion of Xew (luinca 
and the adjacent islands is the Knglish \ 
clay, and a pipe of this description is 
generally acceptable as a p:irt of the 
payment for a day's labor in that dis- j 
trict.

Quite recently some curions pipes • 


were found in the vast guano deposits ! 
of Peru, the date of which is fixed by ! 
scientists to whom they have boon sub- ! 
milled as co-equal with the famous Pe- 
ruvian pottery, the eleventh or twelfth 
century.—Chicago Herald.

What Is shellac? 


It is the product of a composite muss 
thai is fo-and on the young twigs and 
branches irf the hutesk, croton and other 
trees that <jrow i>. the countries! of the 
cast, 


Shelkic is consumed in great quanti- 


ti.s all over tV- world in commerce and 
in arts. 
It is kept in tho .simps and 


warehouses irr largo, hogsheads. 
It 


varies in color and thickness and is 
transparent. 
It comes in broken pieces 


of irregular sixes, some of it Wiug very 
thin. 


Tho crudo mass from which shellac is 


obtained is prorluced by a small insect 
(oooars lacca) resembling somewhat the 
cochineal. This insect is hatched, ma- 
tures and rfics on these twigs. A iiuin- 
licv of female insects, with a few males, 
fasten themselves upon Ilia lender twig 
and puncture the bark. A tenacious 
fluid exudes arid envelops them. 
The 


insects feed upon this juice, derive their 
nourishment from il and dopu.iil tluir 


fifs within it. 
The mules ouly hare wings, and as 


soon as tho females begin to die a few 
females and the males go toother trees. 


Aftuv the females that remain in this 


gelatinous mass have deposited their 
eggs and have, died, the c^gs hatch out 
the young insects. The young burruw 
through tlie ilea 1 bodies of their moth- 
ers to tho surface of the mass and cover 
the iioighlMrinjf branches. 


Tho eggs are deposited close to the 


bark, so that they arj protected by 
their mothers' bjdies and by the mass 
that has exuded anil envelope.! Hie fe- 
male insects. 


finally tin; young twigs arc com- 


pletely covered with a thick, Ir.ml, res- 
inous substance. 


When the females die the frames of 


their bodies fonn litlle cells like those. 
of a honeycomb. 
As a result of decom- 


position thero arc the elements of a 
bountiful purple dye. 


When these twigs have b^o-n'j sutli- 


cicntly loaded with th is resinous mass 
the natives of the, countries in which 
these trees grow str4p til j trees of lhe.se 
twigs and break them into small slickr.. 
These, pieces are called sticking. 
Tluvie 


broken twigs arj immersed in hot water 
and tho bard resinous substance is 
kneaded with the hands t) prc.s.s on I 
the purple-flye stuff 
After the. gela- 


tinous mass has bouom-jsullieiciil'y soft 
it is taken out nnd dried. It is then put 
intocoarso. cloth by^s and suspended 
close to charcoal fires. 


Presently the mass begins to melt. 


By twisting the bags the 
muss 
is 


squeezed out, dropping onto Hat sticks 
placed for that purpose. 


As it is dropping from tho Ings it 


hardly strikes the slicks before it, is 
cooled by the air. 
Itf.,rins i n f o thin 


cakes as it is deposited on thoin sticks 
on narrow flat boards and dries. 


These cakes or sheets are called shel- 


lac. 


As tho melted mass is dropping from 


the cloth bags small drops unavoidably 
fall to the. ground and dry in little 
round bodies calle:! eotlou-iac. Other 
and larger pieces that also fall l:> the 
ground and dry are called plate-lac. 


The liquid in which the stride-In c or 


small pieces of the twigs eoverc I with 
the crude mass was soaked is now fiil-.-d 
with the results of dcc:o:ii:>i>sitio:i and 
other matters. 
It is str.une. 1 and evap- 


orated until the residue is a purple 
mass. The residue is thoroughly dried 
and cut 
inl:> square cakes about two 


inches square, which are stamped with 
certain marks wiiieh indicate the qual- 
it3r of Ihe dye. 
They arc then carefully 


packed for the market. 


Tho purple dye obtain ad from this 


source is used to a jj'r.iat e,\t -nt. 
The 


beautiful scarlet shade in soldiers' cloth 
is produced by the use of this purple 
dye. The annual consumption of this 
la.c dye amounts to 1.,'JOO, O'JU pounds. 


The lac insect is a native of Siam, 


Assam, llurmah, Hengal and Maelabar. 
The proportion of males to females is 1 
to 5,000. 


The best shellac is that which is most 


completely freed from impurities, and 
which approaches nearest to a light 
orange-brown color. 
If the coloring 


matter is not all washed out the- resin 
is often very dark, consequently there 
are different varieties, such as orange, 
g'arnet and liver. 


The juice of the trees is somewhat 


changed by the insects. 
So that if any 


one tells you that shellac is "a rosin," 
he is not correctly informed. 
Shellac 


is not the simple juice of the tree, but 
it is tin; result of the action of the in- 
sects upon the juice or rcsia. 
Shellac 


con talus several peculiar resins. 


The great value of shellac is its use in 


making varnishes, on account of the 
lino, hard polish it imparts to the var- 
nish. 
A tine, thin preparalion made of 


this material constitnt/.;* the lacquer 
with which brass and other metals are 
coated to preserve their polish. 


In olden times common beeswax was 


used for scaling envelopes. The wax 
was mixed with earthy materials to 
give it. consistency. 
It was ditn-jull to 


preserve it, however, as even a little 
heat tended to soften it. Later, gum 
was introduced for this purpose, and 
then c.i me sealing wax, which is made 
chiolly of shellac. The sealing wax 
thi'.t comes from India is the purest, 
and is ma.le almost entirely of shellac, 
vermillion or st>:nj oliier pigav.Mit bjing 
mixed with it for color. All of the 
varieties of shellac ar,: Iransmeent, and 
so:ue of the finer varieties arc in sheets 
as thin as writing p.ipor. 


JJy softening shellac with heat it may 


be drawn out and twisted into almost 
white sticks, and of a fine, silky luster. 
Extreme beant.v is given to Chinese 
works of art by the use of shellac; sonic 
of them A.I-O very ancient and of great 
value. 
Th'/y arc chiefly clnr.vyhow 


boxes, lea basir.H or other small o'jects 
made of woo. I Oi- metal. They are cov- 
ered with a coat of shellac, colored with 
vevmillion, and while the layer of shel- 
lac is sofl and pliable il is molded and 
shaped into beautiful patterns. Some 
of these works thus ornamented are so 
rare and beautiful that even in Chins 
they coat fabulous sums.

WASHINOTOS, Sept. 28.—One of the 


interesting features of the gathering of 
oltl soldiers which Washington has en- 
joyed in the past few days has been the 
opportunity to test the political feeling 
of tho various sections of the country. 
Every part of the United States has 
been represented. Of course the south- 
ern states have hud few representatives 
here in the way of old soldiers, but they 
have been heard from in other wars. 
There have been publications here «f 
articles from southern pai^ra which 
have had a marked effect in showing the 
political feeling in that section. 


And it may be added, that the old 


soldiers found to their great regret that 
flic feeling of bitterness in the south 
•<v)iicli they hoi>e(l had died out is still 
very apparent, es|)eci;illy when it conies 
to the question of pensions end recogni- 
tion of the soldier element. This is the 
first time that inuny of the old soldiers 
hjiv; lieen this far south since the war. 
And they are pained to find tho evident 
truth of the report of great bitterness 
fowiird them in the minds of many 
jouthorii people. WJien it conies to con- 
stii-it reference to them in prominent 
southern newspapers as "barroom loaf- 
ers," "common Ijeggers for pensions," 
"lioille scarred 
veterans," 
"bounty 


jumpers" and other epithets which they 
supposed were things of the distant past, 
the effect is distressing to them. 


Clevelavd'v Record DlceuMed. 


Perhaps the most marked feature of 


*.ho occasion was the effort made by 
Democrats to smooth out President 
Cleveland's record on the pension ques- 
tion with these old soldiers. Incident- 
ally there was au effort, too, to try to 
strengthen the standing of the Demo- 
cratic party at large with the old sol- 
diers ou the pension question. The oft 
repeated assertion that Mr. Cleveland 
signed more pension bills than any other

Talkswiththe visitors from all 
sections show that there is a deep feel- 
ing over the important issues of this 
campaign. 
The efforts of the third 


party, the proposition to return to state 
bank currency, the effort to bring about 
tlte n.Hfl of a depreciated coin through 
free c-oinuge without an international 
ratio, and the attempt to destroy tbe 
tariff system under which the country 
has attained such unparalleled pros- 
perity are all being discussed with great 
earnestness everywhere. 


Ho«r They View the People'! Party. 
One strongly marked characteristic of 


the situation appears in the develop- 
ment of feeling with reference to the 
third party in the northwest. There is 
a rnpidly developing feeling among the 
few Republicans in the western states 
who have been inclined to co-operate 
with the third party that this organi- 
zation is a trap set by the Democrats to 
take their votes away from the party 
with which they have formerly co- 
operated. They are coming to the con- 
clusion that the third party is nothing

Those hailing from the manufactur- 


ing sections are thoroughly alive on the 
tariff situation. They say frankly that 
the increased employment, the increased 
wages and the reduced cost of living 
since the enactment of the present tariff 
are BO satisfactory to them that they are 
not willing to aid in the destruction of 
the system which has proved so satis- 
factory, but which the foreign manu- 
facturers and cheap labor of Europe de- 
sire to see destroyed.

PROTECTION IN SWEDEN. 


^Uev. {',. A. Stenhorg, of Cannon 
Falls, has just returned from' a visit 
to .Sweden, to see his old friends, and 
his statement of conditions there, as 
compared with those in this country, 
as reported by the Cannon Fal'ls 
Beacon, is worthy of notice. Upon 
the subject of financial condition and 
wages he wild: 


As for the financial and economical 


side of Sweden, it is now fur better 
than (luring the time I lived there. 
In those days we had free trade and 
everything the farmers had to still 
was cheap and labor was cheap. But 
now, under the laws of protective 
tariff, the farmers pet about three to 
four timos as much for their produce 
thai they have to sell, and cnn well 
afford to pay higher wages for labor 
that they have to hire. Tree trade is 
like ojwninK a man's veins and let- 
ting his Mood out. 


Wages at present are, for a man 


servant from 1T5 to 200 crowns IH.T 
year, but during thefree- trade period 
it w UK only from 50 to 100 crowns |>er 
year.

—Photography hfw determined the 


en««;e of ths recent glacial avalanche in 
the Alps. It was hydraulic pressure 
beneath nnd behind the glacier, pro- 
duced by masses of ice falling into con- 
necting water above and at a consider- 
able distance. 


— Indiana will make a fmo display at 


the world's fair of the results of manu- 
facturing industries growing out of th« 
discovery of natural gas. (since Indiana 
first began to use the prtis iu 1SS.T, it il 
claimed, the growth of manufactures 
in the state has been greater than iu 
any other stato in the Union. 


—The best boxwood comes from the 


Caucasus, hitherto Turkish territory, 
but taken by llnssia.

tho liritish Association, an interesting 
discussion on the subject of "Primeval 
Man" was raised by I'rof. A. Moutgom- 
erie.

Scolding, frowning or strong opposition 
will only increase its violence; for it 
will immediately imitate all these ac- 
tions. .Neither must you laugh or seem 
amused by its childish rage; but, on ttia 
contrary, look jfravu und sorrowful. 
If 


the child loves you (and it will love you 
if you have treated it rig-htly), the ex- 
pression of your countenance will h.iva 
a. jfrent effect upon it. The faults of 
passionate children am often confirmed 
and strengthened by the jingvr of their 
parents.
